253 PASSENGERS 
LANDED SAFELY 


Fear Is Expressed That 
Vessel Will Be Total 
Loss; Vestris Survivors 
in Second Wreck. 


Cobh, Ireland, December 10.—(?)— 
The White Star liner Celtic, one-time 
queen of the ocean, tonight lay strick- 
en on a ledge of rocks at an exposed 
point at the entrance of Cork harbor. 

There was a huge hole in her bot- 
tom and a big rent in her side while 
12 feet of water was in some of her 
compartments. 

The 21,000-ton liner, which left 
New York on December 1 and later 
called at Boston, went on the rocks 
during a gale early this morning and 
after 14 hours of frantic efforts to 
refloat her, was still clutched by a 
group of rocks known as the cow and 
calf off Roches Point light ‘house. 

Passengers Taken Off. 

Without panic, without loss of life 
or even injury, all of her 253 passen- 
gers were trans-shipped in a rough sea 
and brought safely to land in tenders 
aided by a British cruiser. Later in 
the day part of the crew also was 
taken off and landed. 

All mariners who flocked to the 
outermost points of the shore to see 
the stricken ship tonight were fearful 


that the great vessel, which had sur- 
vived a wartime terpedving, would be 
a total wreck. High seas were break- 


mg over her bow and she seemed lit- 
erally impaled and immoveable.

Efforts to haul the Celtie off the 
rocks were abandoned tonight but still 
will be renewed at high tide tomor- 
row afternoon in the presence wf 
White Star officials and the insurance 
authorities.

in international relations,

Quite manifestly there is nobody

A Confession of Mea Culpa.

We stole several firkins of 
rancid butter from the boarding house 
and greased the railroad tracks for a 
mile each way from the college sta- 
tion, stopping the trains going east 
and west. We deserted almost in a 
solid body to attend a one-ring circus 
in a near-by town, got mad at a joke 
flung at us by the clown, and sue- 
cessfully tore down the tent and stop- 
ped the further performances of the 
wircus in that town. Oh, well, take 
those as simple samples of the col- 
legiate history we insisted upon leav- 
ing behind us. 

What made us do those things? 
Search me but I haven't got the an- 
swer. I never have had it. I know it

Automobile thieves have been sur- 
prised as they still tampered with 
ears. Others have gaped as a police 
cruiser summoned by radio roared 
alongside them scarcely had they tak- 
en a car. Instances such as these, 
taken from the log kept by Patrolman 
Kenneth Cox, in charge of the police 
broadeasting station, have justified 
Commissioner Rutledge’s, faith in ra- 


dio. 
How Detroit Works. 

One of the most dramatic captures 
by the Detroit police department since 
the installation of that department's 
radio system was the apprehension of 
the “green sedan gang.” 

Late in September and early October 
the bandits began a series of holdups.

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AIR BATH FOR TUBERCULOSIS. 


It is a long, long while since we 
said anything about air baths in this 
column. If we couldn't boost the 
wash—and somehow we 
just couldn’t, on purely hygienic 
grounds—then, by golly, we had bet- 
ter lay offa that fool stuff about 
air baths. In the first place, the sug- 
gestion is rather indelicate. To take 
an air bath, you know, one has to 
put all one’s clothes, all, in the cup 
board and step blithely forth into the 
air without ‘em. This is a bit risky 
in some environments, no doubt; it 
would be dreadful indeed if one 
should return to the cupboard after 
the bath to find the eupboard bare. 

Then there was another serious. ob- 
jection about the idea of air bathing. 
Just how to express this objection 
do not know, but you will understand, 
perhaps, if I say that.it seemed dirty. 
That is, our critics and counsellors 
feared ordinary folk, you know, other 
laymen than themselves, and therefore 
dumb laymen, might construe the sug- 
gestion as being a sort of blanket ex- 
euse from the stern duty of regular 
weekly, monthly or _ periodic wet 
washing. 

So we haven't dealt much on air 
baths lately. Competition is powerful 
in this profession and one simply has 
to consider it. At the same time, and 
notwithstanding, air bathing is being 
done now in some of our best regu- 
lated hospitals. Yes, indeed, Dr. G. 
S. McCarty advocates air bathing, 
minus sunlight, for all tuberculosis 
patients in a hospital or other insti- 
tution. He has employed this form 
of treatment in over 300 cases and 
his experience leads him to com- 
mend it. 

Among the advantages Dr. McCarty 
cites are these: Air bathing may be 
prescribed for all patients irrespec- 
tive of situation of the lesion or of 
stage of disease or general condition, 
unlike sun bathing. It encourages 


body of | Test, for patients stripped of all cloth- 


ing are not inclined to wander around 
e ward of house as when dressed. 
Patients discouraged with long-drawn- 
out treatment seem to gain new en- 
couragement and hope when they dis- 
card clothing. After a short period 
of naked living the skin loses its pale, 
doughy, flaccid appearance and  be- 
comes more colorful and elastic. The 
patient notices this and realizes it is 
a sign of better health. 

Dr. McCarty finds that the naked 
tuberculosis patient presently begins 
to have a better digestion, so that the 
customary aids to digestion are dis’ 
pensed with. Several patients who 
previously had complained of- insom- 
nia found that after a period of naked 
life they no longer needed sedatives 
or hypnotics. In not one case thus 
treated has a retrogression of the lung 
condition been noted. 

Far be it from me to suggest that 
any reader go out and throw all his 
clothes in the ash can, We may have 
a cold winter yet. But I do venture 
to insinuate that whenever one can 
have an opportunity it is a healthful 
thing to just see how it feels to be 
without the protection, blessing, curse 
or burden of clothes for a while. 

To all readers who are in the habit 
of playing the third Brady Symphony, 
or doing any other regular exercises 
for the purpose of keeping fit, I ear- 
nestly commend the simultaneous air 
bath. The colder the air, pith due 
regard to one's reaction to cold, the 
better.

Washington for the 
purpose of determining the procedure 
for the pacific settlement of their in- 
ternational differences, unanimously 
resolves : 

“1. To express to the governments 
ef the sister republics of Bolivia and 
Paraguay the keen desire and the 
hope which it entertains that their 
present differences shall be arranged 
pacifically and in a spirit of justice, 
concord and of fraternity; 

“2. Conveys in a cordial and re- 
spectful manner to those governments 
in conformity with the tradition of 
this continent and with the practices ; 
guaranteed in modern international 
law that nations under circumstances 
such as the present have at their dis- | 
posal organisms and means adequate ! 
and efficient to find solutions which 
harmonize the preservation of peace 
with the rights of states; 

“2 To transmit this resolution by 
telegraph to the governments of Bo- 
livia and Paraguay ; 

“4. To form a committee charged 
with the duty of advising the confer- 
ence with respect to the conciliatory 
action which, if necessary, it might 
render cooperating with the instru- 
mentalities now employed in the 
friendly solution of the problem.” 

President Coolidge in his 
opening address, did not refer to the 
Bolivian-Paraguay situation. On the 
contrary, he emphasized the peaceful 
nature of Seuth American relations 
on the whole.

Chairman Work’s only comment was 
that he acted with full authority in 
advising Colonel U. S. Grant, II!, 
chairman of the inaugural commit- 
tee, of Hoover's wishes on the in- 
augural. 

Washington business men and mer- 
chants were hopeful the  president- 
elett would permit a return of the 
old time ceremony with gold braid, 
martial music and parading soldiers, 
followed by an inaugural ball. 

They believed such a program would 
attract more than 100.000 visitors to 
the eapital on inangural day. 

But Hoover blue penciled 
plans. 

Like Coolidge Ceremony. 

Colonel Grant has been instructed 
to pattern the ceremonies as closely 
as possible after the Coolidge inaugu- 
ral celebration. 

This will limit the number of par- 
ticipants and will result in a parade, 
which will not take more than 45 min- 
utes in passing. 

Governors of states and their stafis 
will be invited to attend, it was ex- 
plained, while the military units will 
be limited to army, navy and marine 
detachments on duty in and around 
Washington.

“Suwanee” Is Adopted 
By Geographic Board ; 
For Spelling of Name 


The United States geographic board 
has adopted officially a method of 
spelling the word “Suwanee” wherever 
it applies to rivers, mountains, towns 
or counties placed on the official 
maps of the country, it was revealed 
Monday at the offiee of Dr. S. W. 
McCallie, state geologist. 

In a letter to Dr. McCallie the board 
declared that it had rule in 1891 
that the word should be spelled “Su- 
wanee”’ wherever it appears, in place 
of “Suaney,” “Suanee’’ and “Sewanee” 
as the word is sometimes spelled, 

The decision arose in the case of 
“Suwanee” mountain in Forsyth coun- 
ty. HKecently a resident of that coun- 
ty informed Dr. licCallie that. this 
mountain’s name was “Suaney” moun- 
tain, although it appeat®d on the 
map as “Suwanee mountam,” and al- 
though a station on the Southern rail- 
road nearby is called “Suwanee.” This 
visit prompted Dr. McCallie to write

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HOUSE IS GIVEN SUPPLY 
BILL FOR $283,287,963 


| 

Washington, D. C., December 10.— | 
(A)-—Operating on schedule, the house 
appropriations committee today turn- | 
ed the big 
supply bill of the session—a measure 
to provide $283,287,963 for the mest 
of federal activities administered by 
the interior department. 

The appropriations committee and 
house leaders hope to dispose of three 
of the big supply bills before’ the 
| Christmas reeess and consideration of 
| the interior measure will be taken up| 
| in the house tomorrow. 

One supply bill, the 
treasury postoffice measure, already | 
has been passed. The total approp- 
riation proposed by the interior bill 
represents an increase of $10,109,424 | 
over current funds but is $1,957,082 
below the amount requested by the 
budget bureau. The funds would be 
available for the fiscal year beginning 
next July 1. 

Army and navy pensions captured 
the largest chunk of the bill's total— 
$221,00 J,000 being alloted for this 
purpose. Next to pensions. was the 
$16,267,803 allotment for the Indian 
bureau. For carrying on the federal 
reclamation projects in the west &%6,- 
449,000 is provided. This is only half 
of the total for this purpose available 
for this year, but several millions un- 
spent at the end of the last fiscal 
year are reappropriated under the 
measure. 

Other big allotments included: Gen- 
eral land office $2,159,400; geology 
survey $2,040,800; national park serv- 
ice $7,340,940; bureau of ° education 
$1,071,940; Hawaii and Alaska, ad- 
ininistration including Alaska _rail- 
road, $1,419,600.

|Major League Refuses "To 


Send Delegates; Offers 
To Study Matter. 


BY BRIAN BELL, 
Associated Press Sports Writer. 
New York, December 10.— (/) — 
Meeting in special session today, as a 
forerunner of its annual meeting to- 
morrow, the National league decided 
that it will not be represented at a 
conference on the baseball draft to be 
held at West Baden, Ind., January 10. 

The question of the draft came be- 
fore the meeting in a letter from J. 
H. Farrell, secretary of the national 
association, who advised that a com- 
mittee to represent all the “B,’ “C”’ 
and “D” leagues had been appointed 
for the West Baden conference and 
that the class AA and A leagues 
would have special committees from 
each league. 

Reasons Stated. 


“We do not feel that we should go 
to any conference,” said President 
John A. Heydler Jast night after the 
National league's presidents had spent 
an afternoon in discussion of baseball 
in general and the National league 
brand in particular, 

“We will be glad to receive any 
communication from the conference 
when some proposition can be sub- 
mitted to us.” 

The major-minor advisory council 


submitted a long list of proposed 
amendments to the major-minor agree- 
ment to the recent convention of the 
national association at ‘Toronto but 
all matters touching the draft were 
tabled for consideration at the West 
Baden conference. It was suggested at 
the minor league convention that the 
majors would be welcomed at the 
meeting. 

Secretary Farrell's letters to the 
National league announced the names 
of five league presidents to represent 
classes B, C and D, as follows: W. 
G. Bramham, Durham, N. C., South 
Atlantic association, Piedmont and 
Eastern Carolina; J. H. Farrell, Au- 
burn, N. Y., New York-Pennsylvania 
league: Dale D. Gear, Topeka, Kan., 
Western association; J. V. Jamison, 
Jr,, Hagerstown, Md.,, Blue Ridge 
league: J. E. Beltzer, Lincoln, Nebras- 
ka State league. 

Boys’ Tournament. 


The Americanization committee of 
the American league reported that a 
boys’ tournament to which the two 
major leagues contributed $50,000 was 
highly successful last summer, at- 
tracting 8,700 teams and 122,000 
young players. The American Legion 
committee used $45,209,22 of the $50,- 
000 contribution. The National league 
committee will suggest at the joint 
meeting of the two major leagues at 
Chicago Thursday that the program 
be continued next year. A resolution 
was passed today congratulating the 
American Legion on the result of its 
effort. 

The National league schedule meet- 
ing will be held at New York Feb- 
ruary 5, earlier than last year. 
Among the many subjects discussed 
was the radio and its possible effect 
on baseball attendance. Opinion was 


divided with a sectional alignment, 
the west rather favoring broadcasting, 
with the east not so enthusiastic. 

A report from the Professional 
jaseball Players’ association, to 
which the league contributes, was 
made, showing a membership of 2,500 
and a fund of $21,000. This organiza- 
tion has for its purpose helping desti- 
tute players. 
The rules were discussed at the 
preliminary meeting but nothing done 
about them. One rule up for debate

New York, December 10.—(4)— 
Formation of a nation-wide chain of 
retail department stores, which, when 
completed, is expected to have an ag- 
gregate sales volume of a billion dol-

New York, December 10.—(#)— 
The stock market recovered from its 
sinking spell with considerable vigor 
under the tonic influence of 7 per cent 
call money late in today’s session, 

Until the last hour, however, the ses- 
sion was a trying affair, with the 
high priced issues pitching and _ toss- 
ing in werve-wracking fashion. For 
example, Radio jumped 18 to 314 at 
the opening, tumbled to 275, rebound- 
ed to 512, fell back to 290, and closed 
at 305, up 9. 

The old line investment issues dis- 
played firmness throughout the ses- 
sion, while coppers, motors and rails 
were markedly strong in the late rally. 

Call money renewed at 9 per cent, 
and sagged to 7 for the first time in 
two weeks as ample funds appeared 
to meet the reduced requirements. 
Trading was brisk enough to add up 
total sales of 5,214,500 shares, but 
such a pace.is now regarded as mod- 
erate in Wall street. Banks called 
some $15,000,000 in’ loans’ during 
the day, but these were easily re- 
placed, and it was rumored that of- 
ferings of some $20,000,000 were un- 
taken at the close. 

Large Offerings Appear. 

Last week’s drastic shake-out re- 
leased considerable funds which were 
available today and large offerings, at- 
tracted by the 9 to 12 per cent rates 
of Thursday and Friday, appeared to- 
day. Bankers recalled the saving in 
London that 10 per cent rate “will 
bring gold out of the ground. 

Relatively easy call money is look- 
ed for this week, as the United States 
treasury December 15 financing is 
bringing money into the banks, and 
the maturity of the old certificates on 
Saturday will cause an overdraft on 
the banks of $200,000,000, which will 
give then that much government cred- 
it. The real December money pinch, 
however, is expected to develop next 
week, with the peak of the holiday 


currency requirements, which will 
shortly be followed by year-end divi- 
dend and interest requirements esti- 
mated as high as $1,000,000,000. Wall 
street expects the 12 per cent call 
rate to be duplicated, with a chance 
of its being nearly doubled. 

Commission 
reluctant to advise their customers to 
make further commitments, pointing 
out that experience foreshadows a sec- 
ondary reaction. 

The day's industrial news was not 
particularly bullish. The U. S. Steel 
company announced a decrease of 78,-

about 200,000 tons ahead of November 
30, a vear ago. Gasoline prices were 
reduced a cent a gallon at Chicago.

points. Montgomery Ward fell to 
305 1-2, more than 130 points under 
the year’s s high, and closed at 334 7-8, 
off about 5 points. Wright Aero 
dropped 10 points, but closed at a net 
gain of 3. 

American Smelting, International 
Telephone, Greene Cananea, Johns 
Manville, National Tea and Goodyear 
Tire closed about 7 to 12 point gains, 
while Packard went ahead nearly 9 
points, on buying stimulated by a re- 
port that it would start production 
of its Deisel-type airplane motor 
shortly.
